Government, it appears, is quite willing 
to make peace with Poland, but only on 
equal terms. It will not consent to a 
conference held in London under the 
agis of the British Government, and will 
not tolerate the interference of a “ con- 
troller’* from the Supreme Council. Ia 
other words, it will make peace with 
Poland, on condition that its sovereignty 
is recognised fully by the Allies. Time 
and again British and French Ministers 
have declared that the recognition of the 
Soviet is “ unthinkable.’’ Yet, to all intents 
and purposes, Mr, Lloyd George’s request 
for an afmistice amounted to recognition, 
and has hardened the purpose of the 
Bolsheviks. We are not greatly impressed 
by Trotsky’s violent words. Lenin. is 
cleverer far than he, and is more than 


{ likely to make a pretence of agreement 


with the Allies’ terms in order to get 
them round a table. Then he could de- 
velop his plans. Holding Poland as a 
hostage, he could demand formal retogni- 
tions as de jure President of all the 
‘Russias. if the Allies refused, his 
Chinese shock troops could march on 
Warsaw. If they agreed to his demand, 
Bolshevism would achieve a victory far 
greater than its triumph over Poland. The 
biggest obstacle in the path of world- 
revolution would disappear. 

There is very little humbug about 
Bolshevism. Viscount Grey of Fallodon, 
speaking at the Council of the League of 
Nations Union on Wednesday, compared 
the Bolsheviks with the terrorists of the 
Revolution; but they are far 
more dangerous. They are world-revolu- 
tionaries, and their policy now is to drive 
ordered society through Poland and Ger- 
many, across Western Europe, into the 
Atlamtic Ocean. They are trying to form 
a Bolshevist bloc, stretching from the 
Yellow Sea to the Rhine and*from the 
Arctic to the Indian Ocean. They have 
sown their evil seed in China, India. 
Persia, Mesopotamia, and Asia Minor. 
Civilisation already is beginning to taste 
its bitter fruit. In Europe Germany and 
Italy have been tainted, but Poland has 
stood 1n the way of direct communication 
between Moscow and its dupes. Who can 
doubt that, peace or no peace, Lenin and 
his gang will do everything in their power 
to convert the Poles to their creed? They 
want to get into touch with Germany. For 
that reason they compromised with the 
Lithuanians, in order to secure control of 
the Vilna-Kovno Railway to the East 
Prussian frontier at Tilsit. They know

One is a 
rapprochement between the Allies and Ger- 
many; the other an understanding be- 
tween Europe and America. Economically, 
as well as strategically, Germany is of 
immense importance. Her people by 
nature are stolid and have no real lean- 
ings towards revolutionary ideas. Could 
they be welded again into a solid mass 
of industrious democracy, Trotsky would 
for his bridgeheads on the 
Rhine. Before joint measures can: 
be taken, however, Germany must give 
some proof of her good faith. She stands 
to lose more than any other nation by 
Bolshevist inroads, and her failure to come 
to terms with the Allies may yet cost her 
more dearly than her defeat in the war. 
Great Britain and France both are anxious 
to be reconciled with the Germans, and 
the responsibility of the Berlin Govern- 
ment is becoming graver every day. Its 
grudging acceptance of the Allies’ coal. 
has not done much te improve 
If the consolidation of the Euro- 
pean, countries is an essential part of 
society's policy against Bolshevism, 
America’s help is indispensable. Much 
of the present danger is due to the un- 
settled state of Central Europe and the 
Middle East, whidh, in turn, is largely 
due to America’s defection from the 
Allies. If she had continued to take part 
in the peace negotiations, we have no 
doubt that many of our biggest problems 
would have been settled longago. Further- 
more, Poland is a creature of President 
Wilson s, and every American has an 
interest in her present plight. America is 
rich, strong, young, and healthy. With her 
aid Europe could fortify herself against an 
enemy which also is America’s enemy and 
seeks to destroy everything for which she 
stands. If that aid be withheld much 
longer, the fabric of Europe may collapse.

The Fuel Problem. 


The champions of industrial alcohol v in 
read with some dismay' the Fuel Research 
‘Board's latest report on this subject, We 
had been told on many occasions by many 
people that the homely potato contained 
the secret of cheap motor tranmsport—a 
prospect more than ever alluring at-a time 
when trains threaten to become a luxury of 
the coal-miner and the “ profiteer.” The 
fact is that the vegetable materials which 
could be turned into aleohol—in these 
countries barley, potatoes, and mangolds— 
have a still higher value as food. Some 
250,000,000 gallons of petrol are consumed 
annually in the United Kingdom. The 
production of that quantity of alcohol would 
demand more than. four million tons of 
barley, or 12} million tons of potatoes, or 
25 million ‘tons of mangolds. The thing 
could not be done in a country which, as 
the report produces only “a week- 
end supply "” of food. Moreover, in com- 
petition with the tuber’s present price as 
food, a gallon of alcohol made from 
potatoes would cost at least 8s. 6d. There 
large tracts of land within 
the Empire where the material for indus- 
trial alcohol could be grown ; but questions 
of transport arise, and here, too, the house- 
keeper would be in competition with the 
motorist. The tropical parts of the Em- 
pire contain vast quantities of rapidly- 
growing vegetation which would afford a 
virtually imexhaustible reservoir of power 
alcohol. The difficulty in this case is that 
no process for utilising’it cheaply on a 
large scale exists, even in thelahoratory. 
The Board reaches the sober conciusion 
that coal remains the largest, as well as 
the cheapest, source of fuel for transport 
purposes. Science is developing a variety 
of forms for the use of coal, and its poten- 
tial energy is not yet fully investigated. 
The Board suggests the general use of 
town gas and coke-oven gas for the heavier 
forms of road transport.

other character. We are entitled; therefore, to

We are aware 
of the liberty of personal opinion in public 
affairs which the Church of me permits to 
its priesthood; we fully understand the natural 
bond between Irish Churchmen and the Irish 
people, and consequently we have refrained 
from protest against much that we have thought 
unwise and provocative in the political pro- 
nouncements of certain ecclesiastics in Ireland. 
But Dr. Mannix’s @ffence bears, in our eyes, 
another character, it -has been perpetrat’d 
in a wider field. “We should be reluctant, 
indeed, to believe that the Holy. See 
is aught ‘but jealous of its high 
tradition of representing the Prince 
of Peace on earth, and we recall that a message 
from the Pope io Ireland, delivered recently by 
Cardinal Logue in his Cathedral at Armagh, 
was not at variance with such conception of the 
Papal office and policy. Nevertheless, it be- 
comes difficult for those who desire to regard 
the activities of the Church of Rome as directed 
solely towards the furtherance of religion to 
meet arguments advanced against that view, if 
they! are confronted by utterances similar to 
those of the Archbishop of Melbourne; and, 
while we should on general grounds oppose a 
decision of the Government to forbid a Roman 
Catholic archbishop to visit these islands, we

Church of Rome would desire to withdraw itself 
largely from -poltics. If it did not, it must 
either become divided on matters which cannot 
fail eventually to involve its corporate interests, 
or, by adhering to one party, must suffer 
penalties from which the present unity of Irish 
sentiment renders it almost entirely immune. 
Those ecclesiastics who, however sinoefe their 
motives, hive thrown themselves, as we 
are tokl, intemperately into the  poli- 
tical. conflict, have gone far to commit 
their Church to a _ position in Irish 
political life from which it will never be easy 
for it to withdraw. We profess no anévrus, 
concludes fe J'imes, ageimst en institution 
which, whatever its political activities, has 
achieved its religious purpose in Ireland.

BECKETT DEFEATS BURNS. 


— 


A POOR CONTEST. 


Although it was generally conceded that 
Tommy Surns was asking a little too much of. 
nature to come back at the age of 39, excep- 
tional interest was taken in his meeting with 
Beckett at the Albert Hall, London, last night. 
Moreover, quite a number of shrewd judges 
favoured the chances of the world’s ex-cham- 
pion, despite the fact that it is more than 
eleven years since he eng in a serious 
contest and went down to defeat at the hands 
of Jack, Johnson at Sydney in 1908. Few of 
his years could produce such physical fitness 
and agility, and he stepped into the ring weigh- 
ing lést: Slb., looking wonderfully well and 
confident. Beckett, on the other hand, was 

of equal confidence in his. youth, 
strength, and ability. Never for a moment- 
he taken his task lightly, and if conditipn 
counts for anything the British champion was 
never betier. equipped for a championship eon- 
test. He was the pieture of health when he 
entered the arena. He is 27 years of age, end 
thus ‘twelve years Burns’s junior. Beckett also 
had the advantage of nearly four inches in 
height at Sft. 10in., while he weighed 13st. 2Ib. 
In reach Burns had an inch or so in his favour, 
but im all other respects physically they ap- 
peared a well-matched pair. 

THE FIGHT. 

It Was nearly ten minutes to ten when the 
contest, started, and as they approached one ah- 
other Burns settled down into that crouch which 
was so characteristic of him in past days. 
Beckett was the first to lead, and a swift light 
left reached Burns's jaw, and they -went into a 
cliach. Close in Beckett played for the body, 
and seored well with both left and right. Burns 
in retaliating was obviously holding, and he was 
twice cautioned for this offence. Later he showed 
cléver footwork and stalled off Beckett, who was 
always coming after him. ~Burns tried rushin 
tactics in the second, and reached Beckett's head 
with’a light right, and landed twice on the body, 
but again the referee had occasion to caution 
him for holding. Towards thé end of the round 
Beckett again got close in, and scored on the 
body. -Round.three was Burns's best. Twice 
he reached Beckett's jaw, but not with sufficient 
power to diturb the champion. They closed, 
and on thi®¥occasion Beckett did not score so 
well close in, and he received quite as much 
punishment as he gave. 

In Round 4 Becksit. made up his ground. 
Ik was a round of heavy exchanges, and 
Beckett's blows were obviously carrying more 
weight than his opponent's. Now and again 
Burns's ringeraft made. the ‘Englishman wiss, 
but he could not fellow un his advantage, and 
he went to bis corner looking none too fresh. 
Early in the fifth Beckett landed a right on the: 
jaw, and Burns was tired. Midway through 
the round he tried to land the left, but failed, 
and he was lying on for safety at the end of 
the round. Burns looked fairly fresh when he 
came up for the sixth meeting, and scored with 
two light lefts to Beckett's head, but later he 
received heavy punishment, particularly on the 
body, and once a heavy right to the head sent 
him staggering. 

It was soon over. When they met for the 
seventh round Burns was ima bad way. His 
right eye was nearly closéd, and he looked worn. 
Beckett early shot a right te the jaw; a left 
followed, and then a right uppercut, which only 
half landed. Burns was beeten, but he hung 
on in a game hope to stay the..round, but 
Beckett shook himself free, and landed a right 
hook which sent Burns to the boards for a 
count of eight. He regained his feet; tut’ at 
once Beckett uppercut him, and just as the 
gong sounded Burns's seconds threw in the 
towel, which saved his reeord of. acver having 
been counted out. i 

It was not a particularly good: contest, and 
Beckett was always the master of the situation. 
Whatever Burns may regain of his old form, he 
certainly lacks power in his Hitting.

A few daya ago my attentiongwas drawn to an 
advertisement in a Belfast paper, which, though 
prosaic enough in itself, must bave & certain 
histaric; if not sentimental. interest-for ail Irish- 
men.

short-sighted farmers were biftter!y repenting 
their bargain with the long-headed spinners. 
The moment the armistice was signed, and 
international trade relations began to be ‘re- 
sumed on a normal scale, it was discovered" that, 
while the. Irish farmer was compelled to take 
from £240 to £320 a ton for his flax aceording 
io grade, inferior grades of flax imported to 
Belfast from England and the Continent, and 
therefore uncontrolled, were fetching £550 a ton, 
while on the Continent still higher prices were 
heing paid. 

Meanwhile the price of Wen yarns remained 
entirely uncontrolled. The result was that the 
spinners demanded big prices from the weavers. 
The Belfast. weavers, who had to charge corre 
spondingly high prices for their damasks ‘and 
rough linens, discovered that America, their 
chief customer, would not buy at such prices. 
At present the Belfast mills are running, three 
days a week, and there is talk of reducing to 
two days a Week. ' the vicious system of 
very low production and very high prices is in 
full swing. Cheaper flax began, however, to 
make its appéarance at the Baltic ports. The 
British Government, unxious to resume trade 
relations. with the. Bultic States and, if poe 
sible, with Russia, arranged with the Chemical 
and Metal Bank io organise, siar alia, the 
export of flax to this country from the Baltig. 
lt was obvious, however,.. that some 
thing rere must be done than unloading Baltic 
“flax wpon tha British epimers if the price of 
linen was to be reduced. What was needed was 
competition. If the Belfast and Dundee spin- 
ners would not compete, the Continental epin- 
ners must be called in. So an international auc- 
tion, to be held. in Longlon, was arranged. 

It may be asked, of¢what 1 ance is- all, 
this to the South of Ireland? The answer is 
that-it is of ifmmense importance. The linen 
industry was not always confined to the North 
of Ireland.
